vities “for the sake of ending ai! 
civil strife.” 

He says that he has been engage‘ 
in military service for thirty years 
and has been always the advocate 
of the cause of Revolution and de- 
mocracy aseinst autocratic re- 
actionaries, Since the overtinow 
of, the Ching Dynasty he. for many 
times, co-operated with the Na- 


‘| tionalists in the rope that freedom 


and equality of the Chinese people 
could be realised. 
Millenium Not Yet. 
Last year when the whole nation 
wascompletely pacified and placed 
under the contro] of the, National- 


ists, countrymen deemed optimiatic- 


ally that the unification of the coun- 
try might be realised and the mil- 
lenium inaugurated. 
Unfortunately, since the. begin- 
ning of this year, civil strife again 


‘broke out. 


The outbreak of war in Hupeh 
province was followed by battles 
among contending military, groups 
in Szechuan, Yunnan, Kweichow, 
Kwangtung and Kwangsi. 

To Sacrifice All 

Owing to the fact that he has 
resided for some time in Huashan, 
in North-West China, on account of 
ilk health, he has failed to offer 
any ‘substantial assistance to the 
Central Government to avert the 
critical situation.

HOW “CANTONESE ASSAULT IS 
TO BE MADE 


AVIATION BASE AT SHIUHING 
Canton, Yesterday. 

Information ‘volunteered by the 
Canton Army Headquarters is that 
the Cantonese forces against Wu- 
chow are to attack that port by way 
of Dosing and Yunghu; that the] 
assault may commence on June 1; 
‘that Brigadier Li Ming-shu, and his 
men, recently transferred from 


Shiuhing. 

The Canton Army fears that the 
Wuchow port authorities will mine 
the West River waters to prevent 
the approach of the pro-Chiang Kai- 
shek gunboats. 

Navy Rumour Denied | 

Canton authorities deny a rumour 
that a part of the Canton Navy is 
still secretly in Teague with the 
Kwangsi ‘clique against Chiang Kai- 
shek and, especially, against the 
Commander-in-Chief of the Canton 
Navy, Admiral Chan Chak, 

There has been no fighiing on the 
East River districts lately. : 

Banknotes of the Central Bank of 
China in Canton are appreciating, 
‘they being accepted at more than 
60: per’ cent. of face value on the 
Canton market. They may go up 
to 80 within a short time, it is hoped. 

The Canton Army Aviation Corps 
will assist in the operations, against 
Wuchow and*will have Shivhing as 
its base—Nan Chung Kuo News 
Service. 

Other Pronvinces Sr us 
Canton, Yesterday. 

Marshal Chiang Kaji-shek’s sup-} 
porters in Canton realize that, there 
are stil more than 2,000 pro- 
Kwangai troops under Li Mu-chi in 
the East River . districts, besides 


that, the Cantonése- Army cannot 
wholly be utilized for the offensive 
against Wuchow. 

Chiang’s inominées in Canton

$5 “Court expenses” were imme- 
diately paid. The wornat xaised 
the money and entrusted it to a 
fellow tenant named Lam Ping who 
left the house with the two alleged 
bailiffs. Later the men got another 


.$50 from the woman by virtue of an 


alleged assertion that Lam Ping 
would have to be.detainéd in Police 
custody unless $50 was raised as 
bail money. ,: This $50 the womaan 
raised by pawning her bangles and 
borrowing from. neighbours and was 
handed over. to Lam Ping in the 
presence of the. two self-styled 
bailiffs. Subsequently Lam Ping 
disappeared and -have not been seen 
since. The two bailiffs: remained’ in 
the house up to the time ‘she’ de- 
cided ‘to enlist the aid of the: Police. 

Remand Applied For : 

The two men: in the.dotk this 
morning were. Cueng Tung (37) 
described as a “bailiff's watchman, 
and. Lau Ying (24), described as 
temporary bailiff’s watehman. 

They were charged with con- 
spiracy to defraud the woman, and 
with being “accessories before the 
fact.” 

Mr. F. X. d’Almada, jun., appear- 
ed for tthe first accused whilat the 
other was not legally represented. 

“Detective” Sergeant Goodwin. ask- 
ed for a week's. formal remand. 

Mr.*d’Almada had no objection, 
but asked for bail, for his client. 

Sergt. Goodwin said that: although 
the amount of money involved in 
the case was‘not large, it was a’ 
serious matter all in view of the 
fact that Mr. d’Almada’s client was 
a watchman employed at the Su- 
preme Court. He suggested bail of 
$500.

FOR CHINA’S: GOOD 


DEVELOPMENT OF A SPIRIT OF 
PATRIOTISM : 


[By Dr. J. A. L, Waddell] 


For any country truly ‘to thrive 
‘and prosper, its citizens must bé 
patriotic; and the more enthusias- 
tically so they sre the greater is 
likely to be the prosperity’ of ‘the 
nation.: Carried to the limit, patriot- 
igm means that one is always ready 
‘and glad té serve his country. even, 
if necessary, by making the supreme 
sacrifice. This is an old fashioned 
jdea; but it- still prevails . more or 
Yess |: in individual cases, a5 Was 
hown conclusively _ in the World 
War by the unselfish devotion to 
duty of many men. For an entire 
nation, however, to be imbued with 
this <pirit, as history tells us was 
sometimes; the case, I know of but 
one instance in modern times; and 
it js rumoured that even there such 
extreme devotion is on the wane. 
“Nothing Perfect” _ 
old principle “For country 
right or wrong” no longer governs 
—nor should it; because it is proper 
to-day for every right-thinking man, 
within legitimate limits, to express, 
both orally’ and in print, his views 
on subjects of national or even in- 
ternational import,, provided that they 
be not anarchistie or (especially in 
time of war) traitorous. Without 
such freedam of speech progress 
would be impeded;. and ‘yet such 
Miberty is too often taken advantage 
of by those whose nature ‘Is destruc- 
tive rather than cunstructive. Many 
mien are always ready to complain of 
existing conditions, but very few 
there are to offer remedies therefor; 
and, even when such are suggested, 
they are generally impracticable and 
absurd. Everyone should “recognize 
the fact that nothing in this world is 
absolutely perfect; becausé every ac- 
tion taken has good results for some 
individuals and bad ones for others, 
the criterion for “good” being the 
proportionate number of those affect- 
ed favourably. If -this proportion 
prove to be very large, the ‘action is 
good and proper; but if Jess than 
fifty per cent., it is not; and if much 
smaller than that, itis unwise and 
bad. Everything in life is relative; 
and this axiom must be™given gen- 


The 


eral recognition, if peace and /pros- | 


perity are’ to prevail. 

Impetuous young Chinese should 
recognise the validity of this axiom, 
and should refrain from making too 


.j many adverse, criticiams of the rul- 


ing powers. The National Govern- 
ment has on its hand in the pacifica- 
tion and rehabilitation of China an 
almost overwhelming task. It is do- 
ing its best, is accomplishing won- 
ders, and is laying out a policy of 
reconstruction and development of 
stupendous magnitude and vital im- 
portance. It, therefore, deserves the 
active aid, and not the opposition, of 
every patriotic Chinese citizen, If 
such aid be given, or even if strict 
neutrality he observed, success will 
come eventually; but. constant, carp- 
ing criticism will retard the fulfil- 
ment of its endeavours, or possibly 
block them entirely.

sider it a bounden duty to back up 
the Government in its truly altruis- 
tic policy of working for the best in- 
terests of the nation. From what I 
formerly knew of the present Cabinet 
members, and from all I have seen 
of them since my return here, I am 
convinced not only of their natriot- 
ism and honesty of purpose but also 
of the: Soundness of the policy. they 
have adopted and are adopting—es- 
pecially in the Department that I am 
serving. 
Back the Administration . 

_ My advice to the people of China 
istto back the administration to the 
limit, and thus “give it a chance to 
sueceed in the praiseworthy _ policy 
that it has chosen and in the exces- 
sively fiard work that it is under- 
taking, It would be absurd to ex- 
pect it to be absolutely right in every 
detail of its procedure; for no human 
policy can be perfect—men can be 
far-seeing but never omniscient. 
_T am firmly of the opinion that, 
if the present governmental scheme 
for construction and reconstruction 
be followed judiciously and without 
serious interference, the living. con- 
ditions in China a decade hence will 
be wondrously changed and improved. 
Perhaps I shall live long enough to 
say “I told you so,” but quien sabe? 

My remarks concerniae its being 
the duty of all. good Chinese citizens 
to back the ‘Government apply with 
special force to the engineers of the 
country; for it is mainly by the work 
of the members of their profession 
that satisfactory progress will be ac- 
complished. [It is an old saying and 
a@ true one that “It is engineers who 
make the world go around.” Upon 
them depend primarily the comfort, 
happinesg, and well-being of mankind, 
the advancement of science, and the 
progress of the world. Without them 
there- would be stagnation, retrogres: 
sion, and a quick return to the pri- 
mitive. Therefore, I say to - the

My experience with the Chinese 
Students’ Alliance in the US.A. has 
forced me to the conclusion that the 
modern Chinese youth is somewhat 
lacking in patriotism; tor, in spite 
of repeated and appealing efforts, I 
was unable to awaken my hearers to 
a due realisation of the serious con- 
dition existing in their country at 
that time (1928 and 1924) or to in- 
duce them as a body to do anything 
of importance for ‘its betterment. 
Further investigation has led me to 
a confirmation of that genera] con- 
clusion; hence I fee! urged to appeal 
to the Chinese intelligentsia to give 
more heed to the welfare of the 
eountry and less consideration- to 
their own personal interests. From 
what I can learn, the Chinese people 
are more loyal to family and com- 
munity .than to country. While 
family and community interests may 
be excecdingly important, those of 
country ought to be far more so; 
hence a change of mental attitude in 
this respect is urgently in order. 

Hitherto in this paper I have been 
dealing mainly with generalities and 
with Chinese defects needing “rec- 
tification; but my exhortations ~ can- 
not be of much value. unless they 
are constructive; hence it now be- 
hooves me to indicate how it is pos- 
sible for some of the people of China 
to develop patriotism and put it into 
evidence in their daily lives.

APPEAL FOR SUBSCRIPTIONS 


The scheme~for the building of 
a branch hospital of the Tung 
Wah in the east end of the city 
was started in' 1926. The build- 
ing, which was commenced in 
March, 1928, and is. now nearing 
eompletion, ‘will provide accom- 
modation for about 120 beds. 

The subseriptions received up 
to date amount to $380,000 odd. 
This sum will"be almost entirely 
absorbed by the total cost of the 
construction and “extras,” and 
the amount necessary to he ax- 
pended for equipment, The an- 
nual expenses of this new hos- 
pital are estimated to. amount to 
over $90,000. In order to provide 
an. endowment -fund to. produce 
the necessary annual expenditure, 
a capital sum of $1.200,000 is re- 
quired. Even if we are to content 
ourselves with an endowment 
fund producing only half. of the 
annual expenditure, leaving the 
other half to be subscribed an- 
nually, a capital sum of $600,000 
will.havé to be raisag. Subserip- 
tions are therefore urgently need- 
ed.

So great an area that an institution 
in the west ef the town will not 
serve the needs of the eastern end 
of the town..

Although in the cabled 
version of the report it is not made 
‘ elear exactly which schemes for exten- 
sion submitted by Mr.. G. W, A. 
; Trimmer are. favoured by the Com- 
‘ mittee, there is sufficient evidence to 
| show that the plans known as Cand D 
| are indicated. It is distinctly stated 
j that an increase in wharfage for ocean- 
going vessels is recommended, and this 
‘is coupled with an expression of opin- 
tion that it is inadvisable to undertake 
;any scheme involving 4 material in- 
crease in port charges. The necessity 
for avoiding such' a btep, with which 
shipping companies. will natarally be in 
wholehearted agreement, was always in 
the minds of the members of the Board 
jin masking their recommendations to 
Government. . They suggested that 
scheme C, providitig for the extension 
iof the existing wharfage past -St. 
 James’s up to Jardine’s wharf at an 
i estimated cost of $5,650,000, should ba 
proceeded with at.once. Scheme D, 
entailing the reconstruction of the for- 
mer P. and O. wharfage at a further 
cost of $3,500,000, could be undertaken 
several years hence if it were found 
that the demand for accommodation 
was still increasing and- further de- 
velopment had become necessary. It 
is thought that with the additional use 
made of the wharfage facilities these 
schemes would not entail extra charges, 
or if any had to be made they would 
‘be very small indeed. Further, ‘there 
would be no difficulty in raising, by 
means of a loan, the comparatively 
moderate amount of money needed. 
According to report, there are several 
local capitalists ready snd anxious. 
to invest in such an extremely _gilt- 
edged -security as_would be represent- 
ed by a. Harbour Board Joan. : 

On the question of providing means 
for the mechanical handling of coal at 
the wharves, the Committee appears 
to be defimitely of the opinion that 
nothing should be done for the pre- 
sent, concurring in the view expressed 
by the Singapore Chamber ..of Com- 
merce. The rapidly increasing use of 
oil fuel makes it necessary te proceed 
with care where the matter of coal is 
concerned, and in the ease of. Singapore 
there is a further important consideza- 
tion in'the ease with which coaling can 
be carried out in the roads without 
making use,of wharfage accommoda- 
tion. This trade is in direct competi- 
tion with the Board, and it has the 
merit, from the sbippsr’s point of view, 
of being conduct free of any port 
or harbour dues or wharfage charges. | 
In the matter of oil fuel, however, it 
has to be borne in mind that the ten- 
dency is for thé, price to increase con~ 
tinually, and‘ tecent developments in 
the.oil world indicate that the demands 
on the consumer are likely to he made 
still heavier in the future. The mag- 
nates have decitted on peace instead of 
war, and the talk is all of agreements 
and price restrictions. Though oil fuel 
offers many advantages to shippers, 
there are limits to the price which 
they can afford to pay, and any fur- 
ther increase may tend to make them 
give serious consideration to # return 
to coal. The question of the mechanhi- 
eal handling of coal in Singapore is, 
therefore, by no means settled by. the 
Committee’s recommendation that no 
change should be made for the pre- 
gent. It may be regarded as shelved 
temporarily until any further move by 
the oil companies makes.the matter of 
Coal versus oil a vital question in ship- 
ping’ politics. :

NEW AGREEMENT 
SIGNED. 

Brussels—A definite step. has been 
taken towards the construction of a 
tunnel under the Scheldt. The scheme 
is expected to take five years to carry 

into effect. 

Representatives of the Government, 
the city of Antwerp, and the provinces 
interested signed recently an agree- 
ment with the Inter-provincial and 
Inter-communal Company for the mak- 
ing of the tunnel and for the neces- 
sary reconstruction work on the left 
bank of the river. ‘ 

The actual cost of the. construction 
of the tuunel, is estimated at 250,000,- 
000f {about £1,430,000). The company 
will be authorised, however, to raise 
a joan of twice that sum to cover the 
cost of preliminary work and other in- 
cidental expenditure. .

comfort throughout the season, 
; Thanks ito her snug sail area and 
| Bermudian., rig, she can be traced 
| efficiently ‘With a crew of four.paid 
‘hands, and the cost of maintenance 
‘is thus comparatively small. The 
tendency nowadays is in the direc- 
‘tion of smaller yachts, and the 12- 
metre boat occupies much the same 
position in the racing fleet as that 
held by the 15-metre cutter before 
the War. The reduction in 
tonnage, however, has not in any 
way affected the quality of racing, 
which is as keen as any in ‘the 
history of the sport. . 
12 Metre Class 
When the sport of yacht racing 
was revived after the War, the 12+ 
metre class consisted entirely of old 
boats until, in 1923, Fife designed 
Vanity for Mr. J, R. Payne, Many 
yachts ‘have been built to the class 
since then, but Vanity remains one, 
of the best of the fleet. The 
beantiful Fife ‘boat no doubt owes 
a good deal of ‘her success to the 
clever handling of her owner, who 
is one the ‘most accomplished 
amateur helmsmen now racing, but 
the mere fact of a vessel being able 
to keep. in the first flight for Bix 
seasons is a great inducement to 
yachismen to ‘build to the class and 
the numerical strength of the fleet 
‘is thus maintained from year to 
year., ‘ 
During the coming season two 
recruits-will be seen in the class. 
Of these, Flica has been designed by 
Nicholson for Mr. ©. R. Fairey; 
whilst Fife is responsible for the 
lines of a new Moyana for Mr. 
Wilfred Leuchars. Both of these 
owners were represented in the 
class Jast summer, Mr. Fairey. sail- 
ing the 1926 Fife boat Modesty and 
Mr. Leuchars racing Moyana, an- 
other Fife production, of the same. 
year. Mr. Leuchars has sold-his 
old Moyana to Mr, Charles Tozer, 
who has renamed her Amity, and 
it is hoped that Modesty will also 
reappear under new ownership.

IMPRESSIVE REMARKS IN 
MEMORIAL ADDRESS 


MEANING OF KELLOGG PACT 
_Washington, Yesterday. 

“We feel it useless to talk about 
the limitation of armaments if such 
limitation is set so high as virtual- 
ly to incite to an increase of arma- 
ments,” declared Pres. Hoover in 
his Memorial Day address at 
Arlington Cemetery. 

If the Kellogg Pact is to fulfil its 
high purpose the aggressive use of 
armaments must be abandoned by 
every signatory of the Pact and 
their defensive use only consider- 
ed. He lamented the fact that 
every important country’since sign- 
ing the pact had been engaged in 
strengthening its armaments. 

Fear and suspicion would never 
slacken till we called a halt to com- 
petitive construction. The pact im- 
plies that we must endeavour 
to develop the instrumentalities of 


ipeaceful adjustment- that will re- 


move disputes from the field of emo- 
tion to the field of calm and 
judicial . consideration, — Reuter’s 
American Service.

THE KING. AS STAMP ' 
COLLECTOR 


RS.'s DIAMOND JUBILEE 


The week ended . April 14 saw 
the diamond jubilee of the Royal 
Philatelic Society, of which the 
King is the patron, the Priace of 
Wales. the honorary ‘president, 
and-Mr. J. W. Hall ‘the chairman. 
Founded in April, 1869, by the ex- 
Speaker of the New South Wales 
Parliament, Sir Daniel Cooper, 
who was also its first president, 
it formed its first association with 
the Royal Family when the Duke 
of Saxe-Coburg-Gotha became its 
honorary president in 1890. He 
announced that his nephew, then 
Prince George of Wales, was an 
ardent collector. fe 

Six years later the King be- 
came president, on occasions 
taking the chair and contributing 
papers. ." These showed very 
clearly that he was no mere col- 
lector, but a serious- student. 
When he visited the Society’s pre- 
mises at 41, I[evonshire - Place 
last June, whilst the Philatelic 
Congress was in session, it was 
quite evident that his respon- 
sibilities had not lessened his 
ardour in the pursuit of his 
hobby. He was corducted round 
the exhibition, which included 
various rarities, by the president, 
Mr. J. W. Hall, and noticed the 
great rarity of St. Vincent, in 
which the “bar” is missing from 
the %4d. surcharged on the 6d. of 
1881,  “Yes," he said, “I’ve got 
that” -and went on to give its 
exact position on the sheet! 

At their headquarters in 41, 
Devonshire Terrace the Society
